BEVERLY’ HILLS, Cal.—Not every detail 
. about the contro] of college football is insane. 
Most of it is, the way things are run aow.- Foot- 
Mi _ ball unquestionably has gotten almost completely 
7 * away from college presidents and cdllege control. 
I oA believe that college presidents in the main understand just 
what has taken place in the building of modern football teams. 
I doubt that the building of such teams has done any particular 
harm to anybody. The wild rat race for talent affects less than 
one percent of the student body. But you have the tendency to 
shrink or shrivel a trifle when you read the word “amateur” used 
in connection with hundreds of college football players. 
You know it isn’t a matter of “a fair field and no favor.” Cer- 
tain coaches have terrific advantages that other coaches dor’t enjoy.

Make the president of the college 
and his cabinet responsible for the football purity of that college. 
Or the approach to purity. The graduate manager and the coach 
are dominated and overpowered by the howling alumni. Few 
coaches want the job of scouting material, or building up winning 
teams. 1 don’t think many graduate manugers want this job, either. 
College presidents can stop most of ‘he abuses. And then they can 
select the types of teams they want to play.

I still think that a professor of English is just as 
important to a college as a football] coach, but the public at large 
doesn’t accept this rating.

Since 1943, according to the Times, this 
man has been in jail, on bond awaiting 
trial, or involved in a ew case! | 

Three times in one Year 1944, he was 
arrested on “Peeping Tom” charges! 

In October, 1946, shortlv after he was 
released on the last of the above charges, 
he was arrested—and subsequently con- 
victed—on a charge of assault with intent 
to rape. Nevertheless, he was released in 
less than a year. | 

“So here,” concludes the Times, “we 
have in our community the case of 

, habitual criminal, a man liable to 
commit a dangerous crime, obviously a 
“person with mental illness and possible 
derangement. | 

“Georgia has no habitual criminal law 
‘which would enable a judge, within dis- 
cretion, to keep- away from 
society forever, or for a long time, any- 
way. Neither is there a law providing for 
a complete mental examination for 
— and incarceration in an institution 
where he could receive psychiatric help.

An Early Primary? 


The Administration’s early primary 
bill barely escaped death yesterday when 
the Senate voted by the narrow margin of 
24 to 19 against a motion to postpone it 
indefinitely. Talmadge leaders will bring 
it up again today, after recouping their 
strength in the interim. 

Under this measure the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee could set the 
date for the primary whenever it wishes. 
It could be held in June—or perhaps 
earlier—instead of in September as is 
customary. It is, of course, designed to 
give the “ins” a better chance. , 

Some insist -he early primary is need- 
ed by the Administration because it will 
give ample time for a special session after 
the primary before the school emergency 
closes in on us in September. That is pos- 
sible, but it is unlikely that any real crisis 
will occur: in education. until after the 
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“In most States, furthermore, habitual 
criminal charges can be placed only after 
a person commits a series of felonies, so 
if Georgia had even the common type of 
habitual criminal law it would not apply 
in ’s case.

Hundreds of known sexual psycho- 
paths, all of them potentially dangerous 
of the most heinous of crimes, will con- 
tinue to molest innocent children in Geor- 
gia in the months ahead merely because 
the General Assembly doesn’t have the 
courage to consider anything even mildly 
controversial with an election coming up.

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. Dr. Harris has a look at the Nazis and the Communists and puts 
a finger on one undeniable fact. That is that it was the frustrated in- 
telligentsia type of young man and woman which contributed most 
to the early rise of Hitlerism. And, of course, the ranks of the 
Communists in all countries are filled with misfits and failures 
who feel that life somehow has done them ill and that their merits 
are not properly appreciated by the coarse and vulgar imperialists 
and by persons whé can hold jobs and get paid for them. He quotes 
one of the better biographers of Hitler to prove the point that in 
the post-1918 Germany there were thousands of these frustrated, 
unemployed persons who hurried to Hitler’s side when he began 
to talk in beer cellars. 


Harvest I remember talking, in 1938 after Hitler’s speech at 

the Kroll Opera House across from the burned Reichs- 
tag Building, with an American who ‘had stayed in Germany 
after serving there with the Army of Occupation in 1919.

But a good course 
of two years in which the average citizen could learn something 
of literature, science, music, art, history and economics, would fit 
such a person for living a better life even though there was no 
four-year diploma and no “higher status” demanded by a false 
pride. Such an education should enable them to do a better job, 
too, and to obtain from it advancement of a satisfactory sort. 
Talent To put it briefly, it seemed to me what he was trying 

to say was that a lot of persons do not have special tal- 
ents or above the average abilities. This does not mean they are 
not fine persons and as good as anyone else. It does mean it isn’t 
fair to say to everyone that if one will obtain a four-year diploma 
one will earn more per week. In other words, education ought 
not to have as its goal a dollar mark. : 


It means something else, too. Those with special talents in 
the professions, or simply those with a keen and burning desire to

The evaluators evaluating the B-36 are 
laboring in secrecy at Aberdeen, Md., but 
they have no B-36 handy. Not even a pic- 
ture of one. What they’re using is an ENIAC. 
Those are initials standing for electronic nu- 
merical integrator and computer. 


This ENIAC thing is an electric brain of me 
dium intelligence. It is better than most, not as 
smart as some, but good enough to tell about 
the B-36. 

So the boys type up hew fast she flies, how 
quickly she turns, how much gas she burns, what 
kind of bullets she shoots (and where), and other 
facts too numerous to mention here.

Motors buzz, tubes light up, bells clang, 
and from the other end of the ENIAC drops the 
card saying which airplane won the battle. That’s 
oversimplification, of course, but not much. 

My men said the ENIAC could do the same 
sort of job on a couple of battleships, or even a 
pair of opposing armies. But, as I said, Uncle 
Joe has got to co-operate. If he’ll send over the 
statistics on his army, we can stick in the figures 
on our troops, and the ENIAC will tell in a mat- 
ter of seconds which side won. 

This, would save a good deal of trouble, but 
that is not all. The ENIAC doesn’t need real 
battlewagons, or even airplanes, to settle wars. 
It can do am equally efficient job with mere blue- 
prints. 

The engineers simply have to design their war- 
making apparatus on paper. That’s plenty for 
the ENIAC, which takes it from there and 
reaches a decision in a hurry. That still isn’t all. 


The ENIAC is not too brainy. It is not 
smart enough to lie and whoever submits a 
fight te it for settlement can be assured of

Just What Is an H-Bomb? 


NEW YORK—(UP)—The hydrogen bomb, unlike atomic en- 
ergy, will be strictly a killer. It will have no peacetime appli- 
cations. 

Scientists agree that if the hydroges bomb ever is built, it will 
be the most powerful of all military weapons. The atomic bomb 
is a killer, too, but it opened the way for the use of atomic energy 
in medicine, industry and agriculture. Thus its peacetime benefits 
may in time far outweigh its military value. 

Not so with the hydrogen 
bomb. It can be 10 times more 
powerful than the atomic bomb 
in a practical sense, and up to 


than any furnace could stand 
—would be necessary to force 
the nucleus of hydrogen into a 


1,000 times more powerful in a 


theoretical sense. 

Just how far the Government 
has progressed on making a hy- 
drogen bomb is a top secret, but 
from President Truman’s state- 
ment it would appear that a 
great deal of necessary back- 
ground research has been com- 
pleted. 


Just what is a hydrogen 
bomb and why would it be so 
much more deadly than an 
atomic bomb? Scientists in the 
theoretical know-how frankly 
discussed the possibility of a 
hydrogen bomb until Presi- 
dent Truman announced he 
had ordered the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission to start work 
on it. Then the lid was 
clamped down. 


However, the theory of a 
hydrogen bomb has been dis- 
cussed in the technical journals 
for some years and, as in the 
case of atomic energy, the theory 
is no secret, not even to the Rus- 
sians. : 

In the first place, for purposes 
of simplification, the hydrogen 
bomb might be called a “solar 
bomb” or a “star bomb.” 


Those simple names are sug- 
gested because a hydrogen bomb 
through a process that goes on 
¢ stantly in the sun and other 

ars. ° 


In| the case of the sun, the 
world receives energy and 
make plant and animal life 
possible. Such energy, how- 
ever, travels the 93,000,000 miles 
separating the earth and sun 
and arrives in proper intensity 
so that living things on this 
planet are not burned to a crisp 
or vaporized. 

In ‘the case of a man-made 
“solar explosion,” or bomb, the 
energy would be released at 
close range. The explosion might 
be only 10 times, or less, as pow- 
erful as the atomic bomb, but 
the scientists before the lid was 
clamped down said that, in 
theory, it could be 1,000 times 
as powerful. 


The theory of a hydrogen 
bomb, or “solar bomb,” is com- 
paratively simple. It is based 
on the theory that enormous 
amounts of energy are left 
over when hydrogen, the light- 
est element known, is changed 
into helium, the second light- 
est element. In contrast, the 
atomic bomb uses the heaviest 
elements, uranium and plu- 
tonium. 


But the operations are as dif- 
ferent as night and day. In the 
atomic bomb, atoms are split 
with the resulting release of en- 
energy once locked up inside the 
atom. In the hydrogen bomb, 
according to the. theory, the en- 
ergy is obtained by the build- 
ing up of atoms. Hence, atomic 
bomb explosions are caused by 
fission or a splitting; the hydro- 
gen, by fusion or the welding to- 
gether of two different elements.

A school child knows that 
combining hydrogen with oxy- 
gen ordinary water is formed. 
That is two atoms of hydrogen 
with an atom of oxygen form 
one ‘molecule of water.

In the case of the hydrogen 
bomb, one element, heavy hy- 
drogen, is being converted into 
another element, helium. The 
scientists, in theory, have fig-

Thus, the hydrogen-helium 
bomb may be a double action 
operation. Atomic energy first, 
and then solar energy resulting 
from the fusion of hydrogen into 
helium. No scientist has made a 
“blue print” of how the mixture 
of uranium or plutonium and 
hydrogen would be placed in a 
“model bomb,” but such “de- 
tails” probably may be regarded 
as “engineering problems” that 
can be overdone with the same 
emphasis in force that was ex- 
ercised in the drive to make the 
first atomic bomb.

While these absurdities were 
taking place in the House, over 
in the Senate a committee was 
making a favorable report on a 
bill to repeal the 5- ad val- 
orem tax, which would deprive 
the State of more than six mil- 
lion dollars in revenue. 


These contradictions and this 
confusion apparently result from 


' a like condition existing in the 


executive office, where the 
young Governor gives no indica- 
tion of having either the vision 
or ‘the courage to take a forth- 
right stand behind a workable 
program for meeting the grow- 
ing needs of the State’s institu- 
tions &’nd organized services. 

The Governor’s leadership, 
which showed some early signs 
of promising development, has 
crumbled completely, and now 
his chief concern seems to be 
the devising of legislative 
schemes to aid in keeping him in 
office, regardless of the will of 
the people and the laws of the 
State. 

The new registration law, 
which was hailed as the .great 
achievement of last year’s ses- 
sion, has been laid aside for two 
years, apparently ‘because it 
threatened to disfranchise the 
wrong crowd.

Time for a New Resolution, 
Serve Balanced Meals Daily

How are you holding up on your New Year’s resolu- 


tions? 


February is usually the time when resolutions, if not 
already forgotten, are being gently tossed out the window. 
This year, let’s make February the month for a new reso- 


lution, a second chance one. 


Reading about all the new 
drugs, remedies, and pills that 
are flooding the market should 
make us all “better-health” con- 
scious., Don’t forget that good 
health .begins with three bal- 
anced meals every day, plenty of 
rest and sleep and sufficient ex- 
ercise. And that’s where the res- 
olution comes in. Now is as good 
a time as any (New Year’s in- 
cluded) to resolve to give your 
family three balanced meals a 
day. . 

What are balanced meals? 
Here’s a quick list of foods that 
should be included in every day’s 
menus. Milk (at least a pint for 
adults and a quart for children); 
oranges, tomatoes, grapefruit or 
raw cabbage (foods rich in Vita- 
min C); one helping of green 
or yellow vegetables (some raw, 
some cooked); potatoes and other 
vegetables or fruits; bread and 
cereals; meat, poultry, or fish; 
butter or margarine and eggs 
(allowing one a day for each

CHICAGO—Here, in little night clubs oppressed by 
smoke and discolored by faltering neon lights, the mys- 
terious rituals of a crazy, haywire music—this thing called 
bop—is carried on. : 

A while back bop, in the hands of the professionally’ esoteric 
and the curious, was considered only the bizarre ravings of the 
lunatic fringe in music. Today it is still this, yet it is also much 
more. It has come to de, for most musicians and music lovers, the 
most important musical form of our day, not because it is good, 
but because it represents music’s search for new expression. 

Bop is at once a distortion of the cld, and a desperate, creative 
search for the new in music. It is the transition. One finds it in 
the pianist, whose hands seem completely divorced from each 
other. The right is enslaved by the old. The left hand reaches 
out for the new. The trend is apparent in the vocalists, who 
follow the old lyrics, then suddenly swing into a racous mumbo- 
jumbo of sounds never sounded, languages never penned, a 
rambling hocus-pocus which says nothing and tells all, in a nerv- 
ous, frenzied attempt at self-expression. 

Bop, so far, is like all other expressions of our age. It rep- 
resents a search for new forms to express a new environment 
and a new man 

Literature, today, is in the search process. It retlects only 
half the man, half his environment, half the search. It is at once 
a distortion of what man is and a groping for what man is be- 
coming. So, too, with art, which tas seized on abstraction to 
both distort and exalt its subject. 

. is music’s search for the answer. It is a highly nervous, 
nisaaipadiinen frustrated music thriving on disjointed rhythms, 
frenzied discords and bursts of uncertain creativeness. It is en- 
-trenched in the old: reaches out for ihe new. It represents man's 
‘attempts to understand and interpret his environment, I) is man 
seeking for new values, new rules, new names, new categories. It 
‘4s man in search of a filing cabinet that will give order and organi- 
‘gation to the vast, inexplicable disogzanization of his surroundings. 
Bop voices a twisting and turning :n 2 labyrinth of dark alleys, 
and elusive, receding lights. It is the craving, not the satisfaction, 

. searching, not the finding. ee | 
ar this ie search, fraught with all its false findings, its false 
gods, its false El Doradoes, is an encougaging thing. Man for too 
long has been content to relax in ais environment, while a suc- 
cession of Thomas Hardian fates decided his yeas and nays. 

The new and frenzied expressions of art, music and literature 
represent an éncouraging attempt to weave the tangled strands 
of life into a pattern.
